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The Status Of The Coal Strike 


ECRETAKY HOOVER is attempting to fix coal prices and 


Secretary Davis is endeavoring to persuade the coal opera- 


tors of Ohio, West Virginia, and Pennsylvania to settle the 
strike. Such, in brief, is the status of the conflict in the coal in- 
dustry which has been waged sir.cc April 1. Prcxnously Secre- 
tary Davis and other members of the cabinet made similar ef- 
forts to encompass a settlement, but without conspicuous suc- 
cess.

According to Washington estimates about three and a half 


million tons»of coal weekly are being taken from the reserves ac- 
cumulated before the strike. The natural effect of this would 
be to enhance the price. A shortage is usually a sufficient ex- 
cuse in any market to raise prices. The coal operators and 
merchants, even if so disposed, cannot legally agree among 
themserves'to restrain those who would profiteer in the emerg- 
ency, and conseo^iently Secretary'.Hoover was moved to inter- 
vene. His interference, if it has.:any appreciable result, will 
probably show itself in two ways. Potential profiteers will seek 
to terminate the strike in order to avoid the disagreeable gov- 
ernmental price-fixing. On the oilier hand, the public, which 
may be soon, irritated to the pointed demanding a settlement if 
prices go up-incontinently, will be quieted by stable costs.
